SOCIAL EDUCATION 

BY NEWBOLD HAZARD 

Author of the Human Limit 

(Copyright 1909 by Edwin Chase 
Merrill) 

(Continued from last week) 

One class of people have found by 
experience that n multitude of Ideas 
continually running through the brain 
Is very delightful; so they spend 
their timp In thinking them out with- 
out n definite object. Many a nerv- 
ous headache has been Induced In 
tills way as a reactive effect of such 
indulgence. A multitude of sensa- 
tions are sought by another class who 
look to them for the whole of life. 
Others seek and apparently find life’s 
joys and sorrows through th'eir emo- 
tive habits and tragically scorn to 
look for greater completeness in other 
directions. Surfeit follows excess, 
and suffering goes with a chronic 
habit; yet all pursue their different 
courses for the same reason: there 
was a time when they found change 
and development in the process, but 
the true source of the development, 
and the reason of its satiating effects 
under abnormal conditions, has either 
escaped their attention, or. if appar- 
ent, no remedy has suggested Itself. 
The danger In special development 
lies in its abnormality. Development 
to be continuously satisfying and in 
harmony with nature's laws, must be 
all-around. No one can safely spe- 
cialize without generalizing to a cor- 
responding degree. No man can 
safely develop his body without giv- 
ing due attention to the mind: and 
neither are completed without suffi- 
cient regard for the emotive or social 
qualities. In the growth and develop- 
ment of mental, physical or emotion- 
al capacity the leading motive should 
be a unit made up of all three, or man 
as a whole. 

Variety, which appeals to any one 
of the parts of threefold man, forces 
an adjustment of the whole man ac- 
cording to the motive, which, for the 
time, assumes the leading role. This 
adjustment is an active process, and 
is in accordance with Nature's evolu- 
tionary law. 

In the great variety of motives 
which fall within the scope of man, 
the attention should be directed to 
the leading motive. Self study should 
begin with ruling tendencies. In the 
almost endless variety of motives 
which stir thought, emotion and sen- 
sation into adjusting activity, some 
one is always bound to lead. Those 
which lead habitually are the ruling 
motives. In the thought realm, some 
one, out of the vast number of ideas, 
occurs in consciousness more often 
than the others. Hence, they become 
stronger; In the physical realm, some 
act becomes easier to perform 
through the facility gained by repeti- 
tion than other acts; In the social 
realm, some motive picture is held 
before the imaginative consciousness 
longer and more frequently than 
others. Every person honestly seek- 
ing the fullness of life (and who de- 
sires it not ? » should know what these 
leading motives, thoughts and actions 
are. and face them squarely; for with 
an honest purpose, any leading mo- 
tive can be utilized to the develop- 
ment of the whole man. Please note 
that the purpose must be honest. 

Regard should he paid in self-study 
to the ruling thought, the ruling feel- 
ing and the ruling sensation. When 
it is fully known what these are, then 
they can be utilized in tin* growth of 
the whole man, or changed into 
I others, If others are better suited to 
the purpose. Change, being the law 
of growth, exempt* nothing from Us 
dominion.

unequal, viewing the matter from 
his three aides, then one of the leaser 
motives should be made lender. When 
a ruler rules badly, whether to the 
detriment of his subjects or the king- 
dom ns n whole, he should tie de- 
throned and another sovereign cho- 
sen. This can be done in the indi- 
vidual by patient ami persistent ef- 
fort. where a revolution In politics 
might fall. 

We will suppose a case for the 
sake of illustration. The lending mo- 
tive ot a certain person is to get rich. 
All other motives are subservient to 
tills one idea. He lias a very strong 
craving for wealth. He loves io ac- 
cumulate: he lives to amass a for- 
tune. He uses his brains, his body 
and his soul for this one purpose: to 
get rich. Now in this instance we do 
not see anything wrong with thts 
motive, ns money, and a plenty of it, 
come In very handily on almost every 
occasion. Without occasions for 
spending money, the accumulation of 
it would seem like sweeping back the 
l ide with a broom, or cutting wood 
with the bnck of an axe. In other i 
words it would seem to be a foolish , 
proceeding. Yet ihe person who de- \ 
sires riches simply for accumulation's j 
sake is possessed with a motive quite ' 
as foolish. The motive, or desire, for 
getting rich is beyond the riches to 
be legitimate. The only truly sensible 
motive in accumulating wealth is a 
clearly defined purpose ns to what is 
to be done with the money after It is 
collected together. This person may 
say that with plenty of money he will 
be enabled to enjoy life. This is very 
true, providing lie has some other 
things io go with It. It is also possible 
to enjoy life without a super-abund- 
ance of’ cash. This person might be a 
Croesus with poor health and miss 
the enjoyment which life contains for 
every robust constitution. 

So the lending motive of this per- 
son Includes health as a matter of 
course. It also includes happiness. 
Now this gentleman, (or lady as the 
case may be) may have wealth and 
health niul still be deprived of that 
enjoyment of life which is craved, 
and which moves him to accumulate. 
He must stand well with himself nnd 
others before the wealth or health 
can he enjoyed. 

So again the leading motive for ac- 
cumulation Includes a moral obliga- 
tion as well as physical. 

This will merely emphasize the 
fact that all legitimate motives are as 
three-sided ill their character as man 
is, himself. When man recognizes 
this a little more fully than he does 
at present, the road to his develop- 
ment will be much smoother than it 
is under the prevailing dual idea of 
motive.

The first soil wag upturned by Vic- 
ar General Patterson at 6 o'clock Sun- 
day evening wlih Impressive cere- 
mony for the foundation of a modern 
church edifice of concrete to replace 
the present edifice of St. Mary’s 
church, Newton Upper Falls, in the 
first Catholic parish established in this 
city. 

The Vicar General arrived at New- 
ion Upper Falls at 3.15, coining out 
from the cathedral of the Holy Cross. 
Boston, in an automobile. Directly at 
the close of the vespers he clasped a 
ribbon bedecked spade, and while the 
congregation stood with uncovered 
heads he upturned the first sod. The 
new building Is to be constructed on 
High street, near Oak street. 

In a brief sermon Rev. Fr. Danaby 
spoke of the significance of building 
the new church on one of the highest 
spots In the parish, and took occasion 
to point out the gratifying growth 
which had made the building of the 
new edifice a possibility. 

The design for the new’ church is 
classic in character, following the 
Roman renaissance architecture of 
the earlier, simplex style throughout. 
It is 10 be eonsrtucted of waterproof 
concrete blocks. The trimmings will 
be of limestone and the shafts of the 
columns of pink tennessee marble, 
with granite bases and carved lime- 
stone and the shafts of the columns of 
pink Tennessee marble, with granite 
bases and carved limestone capitals. 
The four columns of the portico will 
support an entablature suitably deco- 
rated. 

The building will be 180 feet deep, 
the extreme width being 70 feet. 

The main auditorium will have a 
fireproof tloor of reinforced concrete 
with wood surface, a square paneled 
ceiling in the nave and a vaulted cell- 
ing in the aisles, chapel and sanctu- 
ary. The edifice as planned will seat 
70i) upon the lloor, and there will be 
a fine apse at the sanctuary. At the 
from there will be placed the choir 
gallery, while at the opposite end will 
be the sanctuary and vestries. 

There will be provided In the base- 
ment a large auditorium seating the 
same number, which will be used for 
Sunday school purposes, this also iiuv- 
ing sanctuary, vestries and choir 
space. The church will be built from 
lilans by Kdward T. I*. Graham of 
Boston. 

St. .Mary’s parish at Newton Upper 
Falls was the first permanent Catholic 
organization In this oily. In 18-10 Rev. 
Patrick Strain of Waltham visited Up- 
per Falls and assembled a few Catho- 
lics of that day at tile home of John 
Cahill. A small room in Mr. Cahill’s 
dwelling was Newton's first Catholic

chapel, and here the holy sacrifice of 
moss was offered for the first time In 
this city. 

In 1865 the district become a mis- 
sion of Wnlthnm. During the admin- 
istration of Rev. Patrick Flood in Wal- 
tham a beginning was made in collect- 
ing funds for n churcb nt Upper Falls. 
A frame building 40 by 76 feet was 
erected, being dedicated by Bishop 
Williams In 1S67. 

St. Mary's became an independent 
parish in 1870. with Rev. M. X, Carroll 
Its first pastor. Rev. Michnel Dolan, 
the present pastor of the euhveh of 
Our Lady at Newton proper, succeed- 
ed Fr. Carroll on December 4, 1871, 
saying bis first mnss there two days 
later. Fr. Dolan constructed a base- 
ment to the building, frescoed the up- 
per church, secured the property ad- 
joining for school or convent puvposes 
and brought 36 acres from the town of 
Needham for cemetery purposes. The 
building of a transcept by Fr. Dolan 
enlarged the seating capacity to 1000. 

For five years the burden of the 
ministry was shared by Rev. Michael 
Begley,’ a native of the parish, who 
died a few years ago while pastor at 
Weymouth. Fr. Dolnn left the church 
property in flourishing condition when 
he went to the Church of Our Lady 
In 1885. 

Rev. Martin O'Brien then became 
pastor, living only five years to car- 
ry on the work. In 1801 Rev. Timothy 
J. Dannhy, the present pastor, be- 
came in charge of the parish. Dur- 
ing his administration the old church 
was redocorated and the parish house 
renovated. Under his direction St. 
Joseph's church at Needham was es- 
tablished. The parish Includes not 
only Newton Upper Falls, but parts 
of Newton Highlands, Wuhan and the 
town of Needham.

To the Editor of the GRAPHIC: 

Sir: — I do not wish* to deter New- 
ton dog owners who are planning to 
take their pets away with them din- 
ing the summer, but there are certain 
facts of which i think they should be 
made aware. 

Sometime during the past winter, 
so quietly that few have heard of it, 
the railroads of the state succeeded 
lu getting through the Legislature u 
law by which they are now charging 
for dogs as "excess baggage,” irre- 
spective of whether the owner 1 b car- 
rying any other baggage or not. 

On the Albauy road, the charge 
from Newton to Boston for a dog Is 
15 cents, two more than the fare of 
the human passenger, while ou the 
New Haven, the fee Is 25 cents. Dogs 
may be lost oft trains, mangled or 


killed by the throwing in of trunks 
or torn by fellow canine travelers, but 
under this new form of public extor- 
tion granted the roads, they cannot 
be held for any damages above $25 
and an owner Is forced to sign a re- 
lease In this amount before his dog 
will he allowed on a train. 

Anyone who has observed the han- 
dling of trunks by the trainmen dur- 
ing the busy summer vacation season 
can well Imagine what is likely to be- 
fall their pets tied in a crowded bag- 
gage car, to which lhe owners are 
not admitted. 

My experience a few days ago on 
the New Haven road may be of inter- 
est to your readers. On entering a 
baggage car to surrender my dog to 
the tender mercies of strangers, I 
found an unmuzzled (contrary to law) 
Great Dane occupying that section of 
the smoker, and had I left my- dog 
there It would have been a matter of 
about half a minute when he would 
have been killed, to say nothing' of 
what might have happened to myself. 

I accordingly went Into the smoker, 
law of no law, and was soon ordered 
by the conductor to put my dog into 
rhe baggage car. I explained to him 
that I was personally afraid of the 
Dane and did not intend to have my 
dog killed, also asked him what re- 
dress I would have if I was injured 
in putting the dog in there. 

He told me I would have no redress 
as ii was against the rules of the 
road for a passenger to enter the bag- 
gage car, but despite this again de- 
manded that I should take my dog in. 

I then gave It to him straight that 
I would neither put my dog In the 
car or go In myself and matters at 
once came down to the basis whether 
the conductor would arrest me or we 
would have It out on the floor of the 
car. He declined both propositions 
and that ended the matter — but I kept 
my seat in the smoker and my dog 
with me. 

I recognize the fact that dogs ore 
more or less of a nuisance In the 
regular coacheB, also that the rail- 
roads have had things made very 
comfortable for themselves, but In 
the fnce of the fact that a fare Is in- 
sisted on for the dogs I believe they 
should provide proper quarters for 
the animals where they may be pro- 
tected wile In enroute. 

The average dog owner who thinks 
anything of his pet does not place a 
money value on the affection that 
may exist between them; surely, the 
paltry sum of $25 for a paw chewed 
off by a trunk Is no adequate recom- 
pense. 

I would be glad to meet or com- 
municate with other dog owners, no:

Action ns npplled to ninii, has refer- 
ence to his movements. While the 
word action may refer more particu- 
larly to the working and visible move- 
ments of n man, something more than 
visible signs is implied: an tiuornnl 
reason which Impels action: but wc- 
shall comme this article to die light 
thrown upon a man us u whole tiom 
the standpoint ol his movements. 

Man’s physical body Is constructed 
with special reference to n predomin- 
ating class of movements. He Is built 
for muscular activity along the lines 
at construct ive and directive ability. 
That man was born to rule over all 
lie lower orders of life, is without 
doubt a truism which man himself 
has created. Men of science, fron 
many points of view, have deduced 
that man has become what he Is from 
necessity. Such being the cose, gov- 
ernment Is 11 universal principle ap- 
plying to man and the lower ordeia 
of animal, vegltable and mineral life, 
ns well as to the various grades and 
types of humanity. It Is necessary 
to associate and govern to carry out 
cosmic law. Man is active, first, be- 
cause Nature obliges him to comply 
with the predominating class of move 
menis which characterize ihe human 
family; second, because he desires and 
delights in the activity of progress: 
and third, because he realizes the 
necessity of association and govern- 
ment. Men have handed together and 
chosen leaders since prehistoric per 
iods. Animals and the subdivisions 
of fish, foul, and insects do Ihe same 
proving the Inherent law of the uni 
verse. Man stands first In the wisdom 
of his actions. 

There are exceptional cases where 
certain customs and movements of 
men seem lesB wise than the customs 
and movements of insects; but these 
nre purely exceptional. That man can 
gain wisdom from the ant or bee fails 
of being adequately substantiated 
when the customs and movements of 
each are carefully compared. That 
some men are less prudent than some 
insects and animals may arrest the 
attention of a careless observer. But 
man as a whole Is not necessarily 
guided wholly by prudent motives. 

Man seems to be material In his 
ideas and movements as any of the 
lower orders, but he possesses other 
ruling tendencies altogether ab- 
sent from the insects of the lower 
species of life. Man’s creative instinct 
manifests an endless variety of re- 
sources, while the fowls of the air, and 
the insects and animals in general., 
are confined to unvarying modes. This 
Is so true that if n dove builds a nest 
In a tree, It is a just cause for won- 
derment. Or If a colony of bees 
swarmed In November, It might be 
construed by the bee-farmer to mean 
a very open winter, or some disaster 
to his crops the next year. The move 
mems of men in almost any conceiv- 
able direction, or at any time, do not 
seem so far out of the natural order 
of things. The business of the dove 
family Is to produce their species in 
due season, pluming themselves in 
the sun, describing graceful curves 
when on the wing, etc. Bees are sup 
posed to lay by much more honey than 
they can possibly consume themselves, 
so that the robber, man, can help him 
self with a clear conscience; and the 
ant does not seem to have any particu- 
lar business beyond digging holes 
holes for t he rain to fill up. 

A11 ant will invariably pull his load 
backwards and over an obstacle rath 
er than save time and labor by going 
round it. When two or more get 
hold uT t lie same cricket’s leg, they 
are Just as liable to puil in opposite 
directions us they are to help each 
other, and any observer may note the 
fact that they are prone to carry their 
prey away from their home as town ills 
it. Not one of these things Is espec- 
ially wise; but it may serve to while 
away the time. 

-Man on the oilier hand exhibits pro- 
found wisdom in his movements, more 
often unconsciously than intentionally 
A man’s unconscious movements arc 
the key to his conscious movements. 
They tire also the key to Ills thoughts.

PROF. WARREN DEAD 

Prof. Samuel Edward Warren died 
Wednesday night at his home, 77 
Washington street, Newton, after a 
long illness. He was the son of Sam- 
uel and Anne Catherine (Roedl War- 
ten, und was born in West Newton 
Oct. 29, 1831, being eighth In descent 
from John Warren, one of the original 
settlers of Watertown. He was grad- 
uated front Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute in 1831. From 1834 10 1872 
lie was professor of descriptive geo- 
metry and drawing in Rensselaer In- 
stitute and occupied the same chair 
at the Massachusetts Inst Hide of 
Technology 1872-1873. 

He withdrew from active life In 
1873, and since then had devoted his 
life to the preparation of textbooks 
in technical subjects, having been the 
author of a number of standard works 
ou geometry, drawing and kindred 
subjects, lie was married Nov. 18, 
1881, to Margaret Miller of Paisley, 
Scot., who survives him.

MRS. LUKE DEAD 


POLICE HEARING 

\ hearing on chnrgea oT breaking 
mil enterirtg a building hi Newton 
Centre and neglect of duty preferred 
against Patrolmnn Wllllntn Groth, for 
nearly a dozen yenrs a policeman In 
his city, took place Sntnrdny before 
Mnypr Hutchinson in a commit |ce 
room In city hall, occupying ihe great- 
er part of the forenoon. 

Patrolmnn Groth. who lives at 177 
Langley road, was charged will) 
breaking and entering the carpenter 
shop of A. I. English & Co., 1*3 Union 
street, the night of June 9. Testimony 
brought out that he look a small 
amount of wire from 1 he shop, paying 
for it later. 

Robert W. English testified that he 
was lying partly asleep in the shop 
nt about 3.30 A. M„ when Patrolman 
Groth came 111 rough the door, cut off 
a piece of wire, rolled up the rest and 
wont out. He said that the following 
night the officer came Into the shop 
between 1 nnd 2 A. M. and paid him 
for the wire, telling him to he sure 
to tell hlR father that he had done so. 

English testified that he had pre- 
viously told Chiof Mitchell that his 
father had placed him in the shop 
nights because an Idea had been stol- 
en, but to-day said this was not so. 

I am under oath now to tell the 
whole truth,” snld he. 

Patrolman Mnrvlner was next cnll- 
ed. Chief Mitchell stntlng that It was 
with reluctance that he had consented 
to testifv. He said he hnd met Pa- 
trolman Groth carrying a roll of wire 
and advised him to see the elder Mr, 
English and settle for It. he having 
learned that the officer had been in 
the shop. 

Lieut. Robert S. Harrison, who was 
In charge of headquarters the sec- 
ond half on the night in question, tes- 
tified that Patrolman Groth did not 
report the door of Mr. English's place 
s having been unlocked. He said an 
officer Is sunposerl to make a report to 
headquarters if he finds a building 
open and enters It to investigate. 

A. I. English was the next called. 
«e said that two years ago Patrolmnn 
Groth was given permission to get 
some boards from Ills plnce, paying 
for them sometime later. He declared 
it was the habit among some Newton 
Centre resident to help themselves 
when they wanted anything In differ 
ent shops, paying afterward, hut that 
it was not usual to go into places af- 
ter business hours. "I did not give 
Mr. Groth permission to go in the 
shop, and I did not think his action 
was quite right," said he. 

Called to tell his own story. Patrol- 
man Groth said in part: "On June 8 1 
found the door unlocked. At 3.30 A. 
M. on June 9 1 found it insecure again 
1 went in am! looked around carefully. 

1 saw some wire, and needing some 1 
cut off a piece and rolled It up. Then 
I went out and snapped the lock. I 
saw no one In the shop. 

"The next night I went into the 
shop and found Rob English asleep. 

I gave him 13 cents for the wire and 
told him to be sure and tell his ra- 
ther I had paid for it. T had strict 
orders from Sergt. Burke to examine 
the doors, as there had been breaks 
In the vicinity.” 

Patrolman Groth charged Officer 
Marriner with not telling the truth in 
his testimony regarding finding doors 
open. There was a quiet hush when 
the charge of untruthfulness was 
made, eyes shifting from the officer 
to the mayor, but the patrolman was 
not interrupted In his testimony. 

Officer Groth said he had been on 
the force something over 11 years. 
He had never been reprimanded, he 
said, but had four times been com 
mended, once for work at a fire, once 
for stopping a runaway and another 
time by Ex-Chief Tnrbox for special 
detective work. He said no inspector 
had endeavored to get his side of the 
story, but when he recently returned 
from vacation Chief Mitchell called 
him to his office and told him he could 
tell his story if he wished. 

Counsel for Patrolman Groth in his 
plea declared that there had been 
only a slight breach of duty, lasting 
only a few moments. "There was no 
breaking and entering." said he, ‘'for 
the officer went into the shop In dis- 
charge of his duty.”

Mr. Campbell 
was noted then as one who endeav- 
ored In spile of his terrible disability 
to do i lie extreme of possibility, just 
what sight seeing people did. As an 
Instance or this ( will relate what J 
once saw him do. 1 was walking on 
Walnut street between Highland ave- 
nue and the station, when behind me 
I heard the Quick tap, lap, tap on the 
sidewalk, turning round I saw Mr. 
Campbell hurrying tor his train. I 
will emphasize that by saying i hat he 
was actually running. To see a blind 
man running was a sight I never shall 
forget.. Sir William Campbell lias 
been highly honored by tills action of 
King Edward and of others, hut lie 
* ■(• servos n all. he Is not one to take 
undue credit to himself, but is. with- 
out doubt, thankful to the Lord that 
he has had the ability to supervise 
'be great work that has been given 
him to do.

Howe was to the United States In the 
sumo line of work.

SOCIAL EDUCATION 

BY NEWBOLD HAZARD 

Author of the Human Limit 

(Copyright 1909 by Edwin Chase 
Merrill) 

(Continued from last week) 


Men and women who are educated 
socially are graduates from the Uni- 
versity of Lite. 

Sociology, regarded ns human sci- 
ence, is the essence of all education 
since the object of all school and uni- 
versity training is to prepare the 
youthful mind to meet the demands of 
true manhood ami womanhood — to 
sp.iupmns jhjoos isaq3tq oqi jo 
make men good citizens and women 
good mothers, nnd both the upholders 

We linve only to follow the trend 
or social events to sense the need 
.im ong the younger members of so- 
?k»ty. There are too many mistakes 
made through the impression that 
competitive effort Is better than co- 
operative methods. The condition of 
society produced by the secretive un- 
dertow of rivalry points to ignorance 
of the true social relation, nnd the 
happiness anti health of whole com- 
munities are endangered by the can- 
ker worms of envy and jealousy where 
the warmth of sympaihy and moral 
support should reign instead. The 
pride of accomplishment should be 
general as well as individual. The 
fact thnt individuality consists main- 
ly in the ability of excelling in some 
one particular direction should dis- 
courage egotism and broaden the hu- 
man consciousness. 

There is need of clearer precepts to 
guide our youth in their efforts to un- 
derstand the many social complica- 
tions. which are too often mistaken 
for right examples. 

Broad miuds see from three points 
of view, two of which may not be 
,heir own originally. Narrow minds 
never Judge of others except by them- 
selves. Three-sided life has Its pre- 
cepts as well as Us examples, and the 
moral and physical demands of the 
student should be as much a part of 
the school curriculum as the mental. 

The grammar grades need ethical 
training a3 much as the high school 
ami college. This need may be now 
met to some extent; hut it is not 
deemed quite as important as most 
other subjects of study. How many , 
special schools that claim to educate 
mentally, morally and physlcnlly suc- 
ceed as well as they wish? 

Moral training, with the manifest 
intention of creating a healthy mid 
self-directed imagination is just be- 
ginning to attract the attention of 
modern educators. The fact that 
young people can be taught to culti- 
vate and control the imaginative fac- 
ulty is overturning educational meth- 
ods. 

The imaging power is also a 
strong fuctor in acquisition. It has 
oeen discovered that dull scholars can 
be made bright by urousing into ac- 
tivity the dormant Imaginative en- 
ergy. Industrial methods have proved 
this. Manual training hus produced 
skill through motives of affection. 

The freaks of too vivid Imagina- 
tions can be transformed into work- 
ing power for the good of the com- 
munity and che drones made to con- 
tribute substantially to the general 
welfare. Were these methods intro- 
duced into the public schools, there 
would be less social parasites. 

There is no doubt but what every 
study in the schools can be so pre- 
sented to t he learner as to employ 
ihe imaginative energy as well as the 
mental and physical, it is In reality 
i he co-ordinuilng force in all acquisi- 
tion. Without tile mental picture be- 
tore the consciousness, it is time 
wasted to study the English language. 
The same is true of all other subjects. 
It has been ascertained beyond a 
doubt that the imaginative faculty is 
the seat of motive. It is the power 
of holding a working mode! before the 
consciousness while the mental fac- 
ulties are busy with the working plan. 

Industrial education is further show- 
ing us that the value of practical 
work in conjunction with the mental 
and imaginative activities is far be- 
yond all oilier methods of acquisition. 
Urea live labor with a purpose that 
stimulates motive and thought, brings 
into full play all the human energies 
and co-onllnates them naturally. This 
is the process of three-fold develop- 
ment, and is as true in all the school 
grades as it is in the kindergarten 
and university. 

An equal division of the attention, 
with reference to motive, thought ami 
action, is the acme of concentration. 

'Learning to do by doing" with the 
right motive and the right thought 
invariably results in the right action. 

Practical results can be reached in 
all departments of education when 
the proper methods are devised in 
connection with each subject, to em- 
ploy simultaneously the three human 
energies of imagination, calculation 
ind work. In the imaginative realm 
is planted the motive; In the thought 
realm the plau is expressed In lan- 
guage, and in the physical realm the 
plan is executed. This method em- 
ploys the energies of the whole hu- 
man organism. 

if all educational methods were pur- 
sued in this way, and correct habits 
of feeling, thinking and doing estab- 
lished early In life, social education 
would take care of Itself.

IN MEMORIAM 
Professor 8. Edward Warren 

To the Editor of The Newton Graphic: 

Although I am no longer a resident 
of Newton I can never lose my inter- 
est in your beautiful city and its peo- 
ple, and so I have learned with sor- 
row of the denth of one of your citi- 
zens whom I have known for over 
thirty-four years. 

Prof. Warren was my earliest friend 
in Newton. It was largely through 
him that I became the Rector of 
Grace 'Church. During niy rectorship 
1 had many an opportunity to know 
his goodness of heart, his devotion to 
the welfare of others, and Ills loyalty 
to the cause of Christ. 

His wns a unique personality. He 
possessed a high degree of what is 
sometimes called "unworldllness.” 
The man had to be known well be- 
fore he could be appreciated, but it 
was not hard to know him for he pos- 
sessed large capacity for friendship. 

His scholarship was of a high order 
.and he delighted to impart what he 
knew to others. In his chosen 
branches of knowledge he became an 
authority. 

For most of the time of his resi- 
dence in Newton he was withdrawn 
from active affairs and lived a very 
quiet and retired life. 

Such a man, going on In the even 
tenor of his ways, becomes a great 
blessing to a community in that he 
presents a contrast to the over strenu- 
ous lives of any who may be rushing 
ahead at fever heat. 

His was the reposefulness that 
comes with perfect trust in God and 
with freedom from the love of power 
or place or possessions. While he 
was Interested In the common prac- 
tical affairs of life he yet seemed al- 
ways in search of whatever most en- 
nobled life, and so tried to carry his 
religion into whatever he did. He 
showed us how beautiful our every 
day lives can become if a beautiful 
spirit pervades them. 

While therefore the death of such 
a man Is a serious loss to his family 
and friends and Ihe community the 
memory of his long and consistent 
career, and the example of his Integ- 
rity and ‘tenderness must ever be help- 
ful.

Mayor Hutchinson’s decision in the • 
case of Patrolman William Grotli of 
Newton Centre, who was given a pri- 
vate hearing last week, waa made pub- 
lic last Saturday. Mayor Hutchinson 
finds him not guilty of breaking and ! 
entering the shop of A. 1. English & 
Co., 63 Union street, but does find him 1 . 
guilty of neglect of duty. The mayor I 
ordered the patrolman be reprimand- 
ed and fined 30 days* pay from July 1 . 

The mayor had the case under ad- 
visement for some time. In order to i 
clear tip some points in the testimony 
he had several persons, Including the i 
accused policeman, before him in a 
private conference in his office, on 
Friday. 

The mayor sent his finding to Chief \ 
Mitchell. It was in part as follows; j 
"Patrolman Groth was justified in en- 
tering the premises for the purpose 
of making an investigation If he dis- 
covered the outer door unlocked. As 
evidence that the door was locked is 
not conclusive 1 do not find him 
guilty of breaking and entering. 

"It is perfectly clear upon his own i 
testimony that his investigations were 
not thorough in as much as the pres- 
ence of Robert W. English was not 
discovered; that he did then without 
knowledge or permission of the own- 
ers take and convert io his own use a 
roll of wire netting, although later 
paying for the same; that he failed to 
report to headquarters the condition 
in which he found the premises and 
his actions in connection therewith. 

"He has been in the police depart- 
ment over 1 1 years, until now without 
preferred charges and while this fact 
will be considered in his favor the 
present misdemeanors are serious and 
must be regarded as such. He is 
therefore to receive penalty by a rep- 
rimand and to be fined 30 days' pay 
from July 1.”

PROF. THOMAS B. LINDSAY DEAD I 

Prof. Thomas B. Lindsay of Boston 
university tiled yesterday at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. C. W. Allen, at 
Louisville, Ky. Prof. Lindsny was on 
a visit to Ills daughter and became 111 
two weeks ago. Last week Ills condi- 
tion grew critical and he finally suc- 
cumbed to heart disease. 

Thomas Bond Lindsay was born in 
New York, April 2S, 1853, and received 
his early education at the Genesee 
Wesleyan seminary, from which he 
went in 1SG9 to ihe Boston Latin 
school. He was graduated from Wes- 
leyan university in 1874, receiving the 
degree of A.M. The following iliree 
years he spent In study in the uni- 
versities of Heidelberg and Leipzig, 
making a special study of Latin and 
Sanskrit, in which he was u recog- 
nized authority and of which he had 
been professor at Boston university 
slmre 1884. 

-Returning from Europe Prof. Lind- 
say 1 aught in the Newton high school 
previous to becoming assistant pro- 
fessor of Latin and Sanskrit at Bos- 
ton university, Inter becoming pro les- 
sor of these languages. 

Aside from his work as an educator, 
Prof. Lindsay edited the works of 
Cornelius <Nepos, and with Mr. Rol- 
lins prepared ''Easy Latin Lessons," 
and he also edited "Slight Slips in 
Latin.” lie hud written, in addition, 
articles on Juvenal and Terence, War- 
ner’s "Library of the World's Best 
Literal ure,” and "The Place of the • 
Classics in the Modern Curriculum.” 

He was a member of the American 
philological association, the American 
oriental society and American insti- 
tute of archaeology, was u member 
of she Twentieth Century club, of 
which he was secretary for some 
time; the Schoolmasters' club, the 
Friday club, the Brae-Burn country 
club and the Boston city club. 

He married Ada A. Hubbard In 
Middletown, Conn., in 1874, and re- 
sided on Balcarres road, West New- 
ton.

CHILDREN’S GARDENS 
By Mrs. C. E. Stevens, 

Member of Forestry Committee, Mas-

"God. planted a garden eastwnrd in 
lildeii, and there he put the man whom 
he had formed.” 

One of the greatest problems of the" 
day Is how to keep our boys and girls 
Interested and busy when not in 
school. Could this problem bo suc- 
cessfully solved, already might we see 
dawning for the next generation a 
purer and higher civic life. Parents 
who are in different to the development 
of the mind and character of their 
children, give little heed to the man- 
ner in which they spend their leisure 
: line, but those who are striving to 
educate and train them to become use- 
ful men and women and good citizens, 
realize that provision for the proper 
employment of llieir lime out of 
school should be made, Especially is 
this important when by a simple ar* 

1 itlnnetical computation we find that 
only about one-fifth of the child’s wak- 
ing hours is spent in the schoolroom. 

The environment of the farm gave 
to l lie boys and girls of a generation 
-go, a certain kind of education that 
is not possible in our cities and towns 
lo-day. Detractors of our ipresent-ilay 
3ystem of education have altributed 
to the lit le red school-house certain 
traits of character which really were 
developed by the country life on the 
farm. Education In the schools of 
to*duy, bused on the Intellectual re- 
sults only, is greatly superior to that 
of the little red school-house, but cer- 
tain qualities of mitul and heart were 
developed on the farm which are 
largely lacking 'in the children of the 
present, and which aic essential to a 
complete and symmetrical education. 

The Massachusetts Commission on 
Industrial Training lias found that 
children who leave school for work 
early are of littlo value as wage-earn- 
ers, because they lack that initiative 
and sense of responsibility that were 
developed amid the manifold duties 
of the farm home. 

JIo>w best to meet this need has oc- 
cupied the attention of educators for 
some time. The school and home gar- 
den help to solve this problem. Work 
in the garden takes the children off 
the streets in vacation time, and still 
gives pleasant out-of-doors occupation 
in wlii cli they are sure to be Interest- 
ed. It strengthens their powers of 
observation and gives practical t nil ti- 
ng by eye and hand, it begets a 
sense of responsibility because of the

the property right of others. It fos- 
ters patriotism. He who beautifies 
and adorns bis own home loves it and 
will defend it. "Pence hath her vic- 
tories no less renowned than war,” 
and he who defends bis home and 
country from the evils of graft and 
political corruption is no less n pa- 
triot than lie who shoulders a musket 
and marches lo battle. But the crowd- 
ed tenements of the cities are not as 
productive of that deep love of home 
and country as is the snug little sub- 
urban home with Its yard and garden. 
The school and home garden, then,

Has Protected The City 

The season Is now sufficiently ad- 
vanced to give some idea of the ex- 
traordinary effort which has been 
made tills year to control the ravages 
of the brown toll and gypsy moths 
and the elm tree beetle. Until last 
fall this work, which had been done 
in n desultory sort of way, hnd been 
under the control of the Street Com- 
missioner, mid In the nature of things 
it was impossible for Mr. Ross to give 
this subject the careful attention it 
needed, and at the same time super- 
vise the regular work of his depart- 
ment. Mayor Hutchinson, recognized 
the situation last year and after care- 
ful study and Investigation, recom- 
mended the establishment of a For- 
estry Department and Immediately ap- 
pointed as Forest Commissioner, Mr. 
Charles 1. Bucknam of Somerville. Mr. 
Bucknam was given full charge of the 
work and an appropriation of $30,000 
made for his use the present year. In 
addition the state aids such munici- 
palities as help themselves and quite 
a sum has been secured from that 
quarter. A trip about the city shows 
that Mr. Bucknum's work has not been 
in vain, and at (he same lime, it is 
possible to realize, from isolated trees, 
which can be found here and there, 
what might have happened If the 
work had not been done. The most 
noticeable feature Is the control the 
department has secured over the elm 
tree beetle. This pest hnd secured a 
strong foothold all over the city, hut 
the advent of three power sprayers 
and skilled use of them has nearly 
eliminated the nuisance. Comparisons 
with trees on the public streets, which 
have been sprayed, with those on pri- 
vate estates, which were not treated, 
give a good Idea of what has been ac- j 
compllslied. A splendid Ulus ration is 1 
near the corner of Walnut street and 
Ctallin place, XewtonviHe, where the 
city trees are iu fine foliage, and those 
in the immediate neighborhood, un- 
sprayed, are brown and sere. On 
Woodward and Lincoln streets, New- 
ton Highlands, the beetles were un- 
disturbed and the elm trees here are 
badly eaten. 

The brown tail moths ore practi- 
cally eliminated, and we have not had 
those nocturnal visitations of white 
winged moths, about the electric 
lights as in former years. This is 
due to the fact that thoro work was 
done last winter In destroying their 
nests. 

The gypsy moths have been fought 
at every stage of the game. They are 
the most persistent and the most de- 
structive. Thousands of trees along 
and adjacent to the public streets 
have been burlaped this spring, fol- 
lowing a winter’s campaign of paint- 
ing the nests with creoso.e. The 
moths have been plentiful enough to 
give the city men n good battle and 
have left enough work to keep the 
department busy next winter. The de- 
partment has done considerable work 
on private estates and in many in- 
stances has sprayed trees in adjoin- 
ing lots In order to prevent Infection 
of territory already cleared. Tills is 
the case on property on Dudley road, 
where 50 feet of woodland iu Brook- 
line were sprayed In order to pro- 
tect (Newton territory. The Brook- 
line trees are badly eaten right up to 
the sprayed trees, but the foliage In 
Newton is as fresh and green as one 
could wish. The large wood land 
known as Ward’s woods wore too ex- 
tensive to treat as Ihoroly as the re- 
mainder of the city and Mr. Bucknam 
allowed the interior lo remain with- 
out sjiraylng ah ho he protected the 

risen hi mind ihe outer edge of the 
woods. Tiie moths have had a splen- 
did time In there woods, but many of 
them seeking to enlarge their field of 
activity encountered Ihe spray'd trees 
on the circumference and perished. 
Mr. Bucknam also planted two colon- 
ies of parasites in the middle of the 
woods and they have worked havoc 
among the caleipfllurs ami pupae. Tin 
parasite 1s a worm about un Inch long, 
of a black and white appearance, 
mostly white with black lines running 
about the body. It slicks the life out 
of the gypsy caterpillar and pupae, 
leaving nothing but an empty shell.

While the gypsy moths are by no 
means exterminated, the city ns a 
whole Is In far belter shape than ever 
before and there nre no 'burnt* dis- 
tricts as formerly. 

The department has expended 
something like $16,000 iu protecting 
trees on streets and parks and about 
$19,000 on private property, all of 
which will he reimbursed to the city 
trensury. 

/Mention should nlso he made of the i 
thoro manner in which the United 
States Department of Agriculture is 
working in the Oak hill district. Four 
miles of streets, and a strip 100 feet 
wide from each side of the street, 1ms 
been carefully protected by the na- 
tional government. Its work has been 
most carefully done, every decayed 
branch and tree being cut off or down 
and all holes patched up so that the 
moths will have to lay their eggs in 
he c.pcn. 

All In all, Newton is to be congratu- 
lated on the work which has been 
done this year. Work, which If care- 
fully persisted in, will sooner or later 
give us complete control of the moth 
situation, and protect the beauty of 
our trees.

Patrick, D. R, Tor 
ninny years l lie pastor, and now the 
pastor emeritus of ihe Second Congre- 
gational church of West Newton, dlr><1 
Inst Friday afternoon at his home, 899 
Washington street, Newtonville, fol- 
lowing a prolonged Illness. 

Henry Johnson Patrick, D. D., was 
born at Warren, Mass., Sept. 20, 1827. 
His parents were Joseph H. nnd Mary 
Patrick. 

Dr. Pntrlek was educated at Ant- 
her Bt Academy, Amherst College, grad- 
uating In 1848; Union Theological 
Seminary, New York; Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary, Andover, graduating 
; in 1853. 

He was ordained to the ministry 
and Installed as pastor of the Congre- 
gational Church at Bedford, Mass., 
Nov. 16, 1854, and during his pastorate 
he represented the town In the Gen- 
eral Court In 1857. 

In I860 he accepted a call to the 
| Second Congregational Church at 
West iNewton and was Installed on 
Sept. 26 of that year. 

Dr. Patrick bad a long and honor- 
able career ns pastor of this church, 
and when his eyesight failed in 1894 
he was chosen Its pastor emeritus. 

In 1865 Dr. Patrick was a delegate 
to the Christian Commission at City 
Point, Va., and In 1891 he received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity 
from Amherst College. 

He married Miss Martha Loomis, 
and Is survived by her and five chil- 
dren, Sarah L., Mary L., Augusta L., 
Arthur L., and Henry B. Patrick, 

Many clergymen and a large num- 
ber of friends attended the funeral 
services which were held Monday af- 
ternoon In the West Newton Congre- 
gational Church. Previous to the 
church services, members prayers 
were said at his home In Walnut 
street, Newtonville. 

In the absence of the regular pas- 
tor, Rev. J. Edgar Park, the services 
were conducted by Rev. Jay T. Stock- 
ing, pastor of the Central Congrega- 
tional Church at Newtonville. The 
music consisted of congregational 
singing of favorite hymns of Dr. Pat- 
rick. In addition J. -Eliot Trowbridge, 
an organist who was associated with 
Dr. Patrick for fourteen years, played 
a number of selections. 

There were many floral tributes 
from members of the congregation, 
brother clergymen and others with 
whom Dr. Patrick had been associated 
in his long career. Burial was in the 
family lot in "Newton cemetery. The 
pallbearers, all of whom were rela- 
tives, were Rev. Samuel L. Loomis of 
Westfield, N. J., Benjamin C. Lane of 
Roxbury, Elihu G. Loomis and Ralph 
Loomis of Bedford, Paul Cook of Troy, 
X. Y„ and Dr. Robert Hastings of 
Brookline.

MRS. SHUMWAY DEAD 

Mrs, Franklin P. Shumway, who 
died on July 16, was burled from New- 
ton cemetery chapel on Sunday, July 
18, Rev. Dr. Sims, pastor of the Con- 
gregational church, Melrose, of which 
she was a member, officiating.

Yolombo, Rep. of Columbia, S. A. 

June 25, 1909. 

Nearly in the center of the Prov- 
ince of Antioquln, in tbe Republic of 
Columbia, S. A., perched on the crest 
of n mountain ridge one hundred feet 
above and overlooking a beautiful 
level playa or river valley, thirty-five 
hundred feet above the sea. with n 
swift flowing river in the background, 
winding along the base of mountains 
rising to height of six thousand feet, 
with other mountains rising on all 
sides, is the mining camp of an Am- 
erican company. Here we nave made 
our headquarters for more than six 
weeks Investigating the resources of 
this wonderful country. 

The Province of Antloquia is the 
richest in gold, although It Is round 
in paying quantities in nearly every 
province of Columbia. 

From Medellin alone, the capital of 
the province, from half a million to a 
million and a half dollars in dust and 
bar are shipped every month. 

For a mining country the equal to 
this could hnrdly be found. While It 
has its unhealthy sections, at the 
same time some of the best mines In 
the country are In very healthy lo- 
calities, and work can be carried on 
nearly every day in the year. In the 
states there are very few sections 
where mining can be carried on for 
more tliHn a few months In the year 
on account of the extreme cold of the 
winters. 

Another great factor here, which Is 
a decided advantage, is the abundance 
of pure water and the question of pro- 
visions. iXecessltles In the line of 
provisions, and many luxuries, are to 
be obtained In abundance, and at 
prices much lower than in the mining 
sections of the Stntes. Good chicken 
or fowl can be bought for from thirty- 
five to fifty cents each. Eggs at twen- j 
ty-four per dozen. Reef for twelve' 
cents per pound. Pork for fifteen, 
bananas twenty-five to thirl y-flve per 
bunch, large pine-apples three to five 
cents each, and good oranges for five 
and six cents per dozen. Green corn 
can be bought the year round Tor five 
cents per dozen, and there are great 
varieties of other native fruits and 
vegetables that can be bought equal- 
ly low in their seasons. Good milk 
can be obtained In most sections for 
five cents per quart, and good coffee 
and cocoa at fifteen cents per pound 
retail. Fish abound In all streams. 
While potatoes, flour, butter and 
cheese, cost about double what ihey 
do in t'he eastern states. 

While native alcohol sells for two 
dollars per gallon, and other native 
liquors In proportion, imported whis- 
key or brandy sells at from eight to 
ten dollars per quart, and champagne 
for sixteen. With plenty of pure wa- 
ter all around, however, there is not 
much need for the latter, except 
when some one has an undeveloped 
mine to sell, which being always? 
“nmy rlca” (very rich) sometimes re- 
quires rich viands to effect rile sale. 
Fuel can be obtained In most sections 
for one-half cent per cord and the la- 
bor of cutting, while large trees for 
timber, from which twelve to thirty- 
six inch boards can be sawed, In 
many cases from fifty to sixty feet 
from the ground up, sell for eight 
cents each. 

Of course the cost of clothing In a 
climate like this Is hardly to be con- 
sidered. Labor is very plentiful and 
cheap. Twenty-live cents per day 
with board, and fifty cents without. 
Skilled labor such as carpenter, 
smiths, etc., eighty cents per day with 
board. One hundred and fifty dollars 
buys an extra good mule, and one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars la a 
fair price for a good saddle horse. 

At this elevation at mid-day the 
maximum temperature is about 90 de- 
grees in the shade and Just before 
dawn drops to about C5 degrees, mak- 
ing blankets necessary for comfort. 

Quartz mining | believe to be* about 
the same kind of u gamble here that 
it Is in the States and Northwest. 
One may strike a vein and think he 
has a good thing; begin operations, 
get power and stump mill, and within 
a few hours after starting up, have 
the vein run out. Then again a vein 
may yield thousands of dollars. 

Wiille the majority of native miners 
make good as far as their needs re- 
quire in the kind of mining, at the 
same lime large strikes are the ex- 
ception to the rule. The “mother 
lode” is us Illusive here as elsewhere. 
One Important fact, however, should 
he borne In mind; from the moat re- 
liable Information obtainable, I do not 
think there are five mines In the 
whole country that have beeu sunk 
two hundred feet In depth. At the 
head of one valley that I have visited. 


In the sides of t lie mountains, nre 
several hundred openings, only one of 
which has been tunnelled to any 
depth, while the majority are little 
more than holes. All the quartz has 
been carried out on the backs of men, 
for there are not, even passable mule 
trulls. 

Even with the crude methods em- 
ployed the results have been satisfac- 
tory and there Is no doubt but that 
with a little Ynnkee energy and capi- 
tal the results would surprise the na- 
tives. There is n six hundred feet 
fall of water here that might be util- 
ized at an expense of only a few thou- 
sand dollars, of which not a drop Is 
used except for drinking purposes. 
The river draining llie valley carries 
considerable gold of good quality 
which proves l hat the supply is there. 

This suggests the subject of 
‘‘Placer mining” in which there Is a 
reasonable element of success. The 
placer mines along tills river and 
tributaries, at least for a distance of 
more than one hundred miles, are 
quite different from those of Oroville, 
Cal., or Alaska, owing to the fact that 
here the mountain ranges crowd so 
close together on either side of the 
river that It leaves but little room for 
it to change its course, while In I he 
States and Northwest where the 
greater part of the placers are work- 
ed the valleys are In mnny cases, 
miles in extent, and dredges have to 
be worked over large areas with an 
average of less than ten cent value to 
the cubic yard of dirt. Even at this 
value large dividends are paid In spite 
of the short season, usually less than 
one hundred working days in the 
year. 

The fact that bridges have 'been 
washed away during the last month 
that have been built for more than 
forty years goes to show that this 
rainy season lias been something 
phenomenal. At this point the river 
has been higher than the oldest na- 
tive resident has ever seen, still 
there has been less than a week that 
a dredge could not be worked In this 
playa. 

All of the playas are not so favor- 
ably situated owing to their outlets 
being too narrow to carry off the wa- 
ter and many mines both up and 
down tbe river, working with old 
fashioned appliances, water-wheels 
and cane pumps, have been drowned 
out and will have to undergo quite an 
vpenae to get started again. 

One man operating a small mine a 
few miles up the river was fortunate 
enough to have made a “clean-up” the 
day before the freshet struck his 
place and took out a little over four 
and one-half pounds of gold, value 
about $1,200.00. (A “clean-up” Is the 
final washing of the dirt left In the 
bottom of the pit or hole when the 
bed-rock hns been reached after work 
Ing down the section being tnken 
from the hole.) The next day his 
mine was under water and It will take 
him weeks to dear It even If the 
river lias not so changed Its course 
that he cannot work the old hole 
again. He has nothing but cane 
pumps (bumbo trees with wooden 
plungers) to free the mine of the 
water. As this is his first serious 
set-back und the mine has yielded 
$200,000.00 from one hole less than 
three hundred feet square by from 
twenty-five to twenty-eight feet deep 
and from this hole that he Is at pres- 
ent working he 1ms taken more than 
1,000 pounds valued at about $250.00 
per pound at u total cost of less than 
$20,000,00 he can well afford to lose 
the entire season. 

Many of the placer mines have 
proved sinking funds for the capital- 
ists in the States or elsewhere who 
have depended on others to prospect 
or operate them or who have gone 
into the business, hit or miss. 

Some have paid large sums for 
Playas, have sent down expensive ex- 
perts? (the question mark Is not for 
the expense part) and machinery, 
wholly unsuited for t lie kind of work 
necessary to be done, and 1 suppose 
are cussing at mining und Columbia 
in particular, when the fault is entire- 
ly their own, either by not giving per- 
sonal supervision or by not having 
reliable und practical representatives 
on the ground. 

To Illustrate the unreliability of 
some of the reports submitted to cap- 
italists by experts? whom they have 
sent down here as well as their Blight 
regard for expense, the following will 
suffice although It by no means cov- 
ers all tbe authentic cases that have 
come to my knowledge. 

Options were purchased ou the 
Rivers Kochi and lower Porce for a 
number of mines and an engineer was 
sent out to Investigate and report on

the resources ns regards timber, etc., 
that would be required for dredge 
building. His report stated that he 
had started in at Zaragosa and trav- 
elled up the river to Medellin, a dis- 
tance of fully four hundred miles, and 
that he could not find a tree that 
would cut a ten Inch board. One day 
In riding less than fifteen miles along 
this same course I counted over fifty 
trees of good timber that would cut 
thirty inch boards or more and that 
for sixty feet up from the ground. 

A couple of so called experts were 
sent to prospect some mines on the 
Cauca River. There being only one 
boat each month running up this riv- 
er from Barranqullla, they thought It 
would be a very convenient arrange- 
ment to bring along a naptha launch 
so they could travel when they 
pleased. When they were ready to 
start the authorities refused to allow 
them to navigate without a river 
pilot and licensed engineer. By the 
time they finally got off, more time 
hnd been consumed than would have 
been required to have waited for two 
boats. Matters went fairly smooth 
while ascending the Magdalena river 
but the silt and floating debris In the 
Cauca river choked their propeller. 
To state that with the mosquitoes and 
other pests they had a time of it that 
fairly out-did the kind of a time the 
monkeys and parrots were having on 
the river bank, would be drawing it 
mild. Arriving at their destination 
they drilled two holes on tracts of 
land aggregating twenty-five to thirty 
thousand acres and returned to the 
States with a statement that it was 
useless to spend more money and 
time In prospecting, that everywhere 
they had drilled they found gold of 
fine quality, and that all that was 
now needed was developing. Inci- 
dentally they brought their expense 
account which Including the coat of 
the samples they bought amounted to 
over $9,000.00. Their launch had coBt 
In the States $3,000.00 and after its 
one cruise Is now in Barranqullla of- 
fered for sale for $1,000.00. Gasolene 
at that time cost $1.50 per gallon, 
their pilot $150.00 per month and 
board, engineer $100.00 with the usu- 
al expense for a retinue of servants 
customary In tills country added. The 
facts accidentally leaked out, and no 
developing has been done yet. 

One man came to Columbia, In hla 
own interests, with no lack of capital, 
and having read of a city wall at 
Cartagena that had been built at a 
cost of many millions during the 
Spanish regime to protect the gold 
shipments, landed there expecting to 
find mines In abundance. He found 
the wall all right for It was built to

stand for agea; but no gold. Hearing 
ihat gold was being shipped from 
Barranqullla, the most Important 
shipping port of the country, he made 
his way over there. Being told that 
the gold all came from up country he 
travelled up ihe Magdalena river to 
Calomar, a distance of perhaps fifty 
miles or about twelve hours’ sail on 
the steamer. Calomar is important in 
that here is the terminus of the rail- 
road from Cartagena. In all he spent 
the time from October to March in- 
vestigating? and finally departed for 
the States convinced that all men 
were liars as regards mining (n this 
country. He was quite surprised to 
! And out on the return trip that the 
steamer he was on was bringing a 
shipment of over a million and a half 
dollars, and that although he had seen 
no mountains in the course of his ex- 
tensive travels, that there were still 
a few left. 

The one who told me of this had the 
pleasure of showing hint several thou- 
sand dollars’ value in dust that he 
was taking out with him, and also of 
showing him Consular reports that 
gave the amounts of the gold export- 
ed for a number of years back, each 
succeeding year showing a decided 
increase. (Now the absurdity of this 
case is the fact that this man had 
been a successful railroad contractor 
in the States, and appeared intelli- 
gent. 

The following case illustrates the 
total disregard of honor on the part 
of management : A party of Americans 
traveling through the country brought 
up at a mine managed by another 
American. Naturally they were wel- 
comed heartily, for whatever else an 
American may be accused of, he can 
never be accused of in hospitality in 
this country. 

That evening while playing “penny 
ante” and t lie native drink "aiinlae" 
was circulating freely, the capital! or 
foreman reported that the pump waa 
choked and requested t lie manager 10 
come down, lie was told to go to, a 
place supposed to be several degrees 
hotter than any yet found in South 
America, and fix It. Three times the 
faithful fellow returned and reported 
that the water was rising and that 
the freeing of the pmup was beyond 
him: fnlrly begging the manager to 
come ami fix It, and each time was 
treated with abuse. At two o'clock 
In the morning lie made his final re- 
port that tile mine was under water. 

A few days later the manager sent

It is absolutely essential that this advertisement he presented hy every applicant 
for registration, and the entire amount of tuition deposited with us. 
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a new hole. This same mine accord- 
ing to records In Medellin, had pro- 
duced $200.niMi.iiA in two years under 
another manager who was then In the 
Sinto*. 

One rnihor Interesting case was 
told me which proves that only on re- 
liable information is it safe to invest 
In mining here or elsewhere. 

A company was formed In the 
Stntes for the purpose of buying nnd 
operating what was represented to be 
one of the richest undeveloped mines 
in the country. One of the largest 
stock holders was an ex mayor of 
one of our Important eastern cities, 
who lost $85,000.00. Another was a 
Judge who lost $4'), 000.00. 

In this case no prospecting was ac- 
tually done. A railroad contractor’s 
shovel was purchased which my in- 
formant told me the manufacturer's 
I price of would not exceed $4,000.00 
and a kind of washing machine was 
built on the mine, which must have 
been invented for this particular 
place with the Idea of having It cost 
those putting up the money the high- 
est possible figure or of stringing out 
the Job of those Interested, together 
with an engine nnd boiler and some 
small tools. These with large quan- 
tities of supplies constituted the out- 
fit. 

The shovel and washing-machine 
were erected on opposite sides of a 
ridge, and in order to get the dirt 
from the shovel to the washer it was 
deemed necessary to cut through the 
ridge for a distance of five or six hun- 
dred feet. 

One of the chief factors In getting 
rid of money waa the salary list. The 
general superintendent drew a salary 
of $G00.00 per month and when in 
this country at all resided in Barrnn- 
quilla three hundred aud seventy-five 
miles from the base of operations. 
But he made twenty-seven trips to the 
States at the expense of the company 
presumably to purchase supplies, but 
actually to assure the stockholders 
that a good thing was coming along 
later, and to keep up enthusiasm. 

The assistant superintendent at the 
mine drew $400.00, his son the second 
assistant superintendent $150.00, his 
son-in-law the master mechanic 
$150.00, the mechanic, also of the fam- 
ily, $100.00, chief carpenter, another 
member, $75.00, working carpenter 
$40.00, blacksmith $60.00, helper 
$40.00 and store-keeper $40.00. Be- 
sides these regular salaried officials 
there were the cooks, three watch- 
men, and not less than fifteen serv- 
ants to cut wood, bring water, wait on 
table, etc. All were boarded, and 
those from the States had all ex- 
penses paid. 

Eventually nil the paid in capital 
amounting to over half a million dol- 
lars was used up and the stockhold- 
ers balked. A few who wished to car- 
ry on the scheme tried to interest a 
party whom they knew was in a posi- 
tion to infhieuce capital by offering 
him $20,000.00 provided lie would 
raise $200,000.00, representing to him 
that they had dredges and other 
equipment at work and that the mine 
was just beginning to produce at 1 lie 
rate of $18,000.00 to $20,000.00 per 
month. 

He was not one of the kind of men 
to make money out of friends wiih- 
1 out their getlffft a fair return, so tell- 
ing his people frankly of t lie offer, it 
was agreed that he should come here 
ai ills own expense and investigate 
and If lie found the mine could be 
made to pay by putting up the addi- 
tional $200,000.00, his friends agreed 
to put up 1 lie money and lie was to 
have his commission. Fortunately 
for ills friends he proved 10 be one 
that believed nothing that lie could 
not see, so ilie first thing he put up 
to the people here was the fact that 
he •’came from Missouri” and would 
have to he shown. 

On trying to slurt up the machinery 
for him it simply proved a try. Noth- 
ing was in running order, even the 
belting being so rotten that ii broke 
with no loud on the engine whatever. 

The washing machine proved to 
have never been started up, some of 
the cables and pulleys for carrying 
t lie same never having been put on, 
and of course no dredges were found. 

Further investigation revealed the 
fact lhat only a total of about two 
pounds of gold had been taken from 
the property and t hat by hand work. 

As an example of both sides of the 
question In the same mine. At a 
point about fifteen miles up the river 
from here ii is a fact substantiated 
by records at the banks of Medellin 
that $u2,UUO.OO was taken from a hole 
less than sixty by eighty feet square, 
by thirty feel deep, or less than five 
thousund, three hundred cubic yards.

On May 1st he 
bad paid oft all indebtedness and I 
met him on his way on; with lifs last 
‘•dean-up" of over $7,500.00 toinid for 
lie States to make permanent ar- 
rangements with the owners. 


Within a short distance of this mine 
Is n plnyn, the development of which 
will lie watched with considerable in- 
terest, Jt being the only mine In the 
country, to the best of my knowledge 
that has been thoroughly prospected. 
The playn consists of about one hun- 
dred ami twenty-five acres, and was 
prospected by drilling one hundred 
and twelve holes to rock bottom 
which was ntrurk at an average deptli 
of twenty-six feet, six inches. 

While the average for the entire 
pJnva shows .67c. per cubic yard, sev- 
eral of the drillings Bhow over $5.00 
while two made r showing of over 1 
J 10-bo. Some of course show little 1 
or nothing. 

The owners are setting up their 
dredge at the present time and expect 
to reap r rich harvest. They have 
that faith in their mine that neither 
of the owners will sell a share of 
stock. 

While without capital, the chances 
for succeeding (except possibly in 
quartz mining where the few lucky 
strikes are always told of and remem- 
bered while the many failures are 
seldom heard of) appear to be very 
slim in this country for gold mining, 
with the Judicious Investment of capi- 
tal in placer mining and with proper 
management such as Is required by 
any successful business enterprise, 
there appears to be very little chance 
for failure. 

That capital is perfectly safe here 
can be no better illustrated than by 
the fact that the entire gold shipped 
from Medellin to the coast, is carried 
to Sofia, a distance of seventy miles 
over rough mountain trails on the 
backs of mules, with no other guard 
than the two drivers, one being armed 
with a machete only, (a large knife 
carried by all peons on trails) and the 
other with two revolvers. 

Each of the two houses engaged In 
shipping the gold to the coast make 
monthly shipments In this manner. 

Americans seem to have an idea 
that Columbia Is always in a state of 
revolution and that life and property 
are unsafe. Such Is not the case by 
any means. While there Is an occa- 
sional revolution, property is never 
disturbed except in the cose of food 
products, and whenever losses have 
occurred by confiscation they have al- 
ways been made good by the govern- 
ment.

The coming educational science Is 
psycho-physics, which treats of the 
human being from the throe-fold 
standpoint of psychology, physiology 
and sociology. 

Tho term psycho-physics mentis the 
union of these three sciences under 
one head. It means the science of 
living, and regards all education as 
the development of the human con- 
sciousness towards the realization of 
the throe aspects of life: truth, moral 
responsibility and liberty. 

The three cardinal principles of 
psycho-physics are the Ideals of har- 
mony. equality and co-operation. 

These principles distinctly point 
towards the equal consideration of 
the Individual rights of men and wom- 
en In the affairs of life, the Individual 
responsibility of every person for ev- 
ery thought, feeling and act of their 
lives, and the motives that govern 
them. It means that both men and 
women should be taught to work to- 
gether for the common good of all, 
each receiving a rightful equivalent 
for their labor In whatever field their 
natural qualifications may lead them 
to enter. 

These principles tell us that we 
should lift up rather than degrade 
onr fellow beings; to build the social 
fabric rather than destroy It. 

Instead of fighting for supremacy 
and wasting nervous energy in the 
wrong channels of self-aggrandizmeut, 
we should co-operate for the good of 
the family, the community and the 
nation. 

The idealistic conditions resulting 
from a strict adherence to these 
principles cannot be brought about 
all at once, but the trend of true na- 
tional development should be regard- 
ed as heading that way, and corres- 
ponding educational standards set up 
that will make for the welfare, health 
and happiness of the coming genera- 
tions. 

It Is strictly within the province of 
the school and college to regulate 
their systems of instruction along the 
lines of civic progress, and to instil 
these principles into the lives of our 
youth who are to represent the citi- 
zenship of the future. 

There should be harmony, equality 
and co-operation among both teachers 
and students, between all intelligent 
members or society and between the 
nations chic and business Interests. 

These principles apply to the indi- 
vidual as well as to the group. In 
the individual, they teach the develop- 
ment of the mind, the soul and the 
body upon an equal basis, upon a co- 
operative basis and a harmonious 
basis. All studies should be so pre- 
sented to the ntentul, imaginative and 
executive energies of our youth, so 
that when they enter the arena of 
experience, all their faculties are 
trained to act In unison and to cope 
successfully with the various exigen- 
cies of life. 

At present, we lack the requisite 
methods for this three-fold develop- 
ment in the schools and colleges; but 
the most essential thing is to know 
what is needed. The process of ar- 
riving at u desired end in such a wide 
held us education musr necessarily 
be the work of many minds. It is 
here that the principle of co-operation 

felt the keenest. 

Educators, to do broad work, must 
also work In harmony, and they must 
accord to each other equal considera- 
tion ns to liberty of opinion as to the 
right methods, u condition which is 
Inevitable from differing points of 
view. The results In Practical edu- 
cation. however, may be safely de- 
pended on to show the ettlcacy or any 
definite line of educational work. 

Ia*i us all work in harmony to 
bring about tlte best results In educa- 
tion in tlte name of liberty, truth und 
justice. 

But, above all, let us work.

Hl3 associates at the abbatoir be- 
lieve that M filer started to take 
short cut across a field to take a car 
for Newton and that he walked too 
nenr the river bank and fell In the 
w^er. 

Nothing had been seen of Miller 
after the time he left Ills work Mon- 
day. He did not appear at his home 
in Newton and Wednesday his brother 
Janies called at Buckley's with a view 
to finding out where he was. 

Miller was unmarried and Is highly 
spoken of by his employer. IHe was a 
steady and Industrious man and well 
liked by his fellow employees.

Gives Thousands of Rides to Churches 
and Societies — Protects It* 

Own Employees 

The philanthropic side of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Is a side rarely thought 
of by the public in general. 

In the first place every summer In 
i lie months of July and August, the 
company distributes to organizations, 
churches nnd persons who will wisely 
distribute them to needy ones 100,000 
free ride tickets. These fall Into the 
hands of those who probably other- 
wise would not have a ride, and It 
means many picnics Into the country. 
Sometimes it happens that several of 
these tickets nre distributed to chil- 
dren in parties and thus ( a real picnic 
party is enjoyed. Besides this many 
special cars are given from time to 
time so that the real number of free 
rides given to needy ones by the Bos- 
ton Elevated can hardly be estimated. 

The Boston Elevated rewards long 
I service, and all of its operating offi- 
cials, below vice president, and every 
superintendent of Its transportation 
department were promoted from the 
ranks. It has twice Increased the wag- 
es of Its employees since 1898. To the 
men of long record of service it pays 
a higher rate of wages than any other 
company in the United States, It Is 
also the first company to adopt a pen- 
sion system for Incapacitated em- 
ployees who have grown old In the 
service. 

At present It has on its pension list 
60 men who receive $25 pension a 
month. There are three men who 
have 10 stripes on their arm signify- 
ing 50 years of service who are still 
working and may at any time on their 
request receive their pensions. Any 
man who has reached the age of GO 
years after 15 years of service, or any 
man who has worked 25 years in con- 
stant service, irrespective of his age, 
may receive a pension If he Is Inca- 
pacitated. 

John Byrnes, a well-known employee 
of the company passed 50 years of 
continual service a few years ago. He 
was a given a position of crossing ten- 
der at Davis square, West Somerville. 
Finding this position too much for his 
strength he asked for a pension, which 
was granted. He had no sooner re- 
ceived It than he declared he felt bet- 
ter working than being Idle, so he was 
given work according to his liking 
with the assurance that his pension 
money begins whenever he chooses to 
apply for it. If a man passes his first 
year as an employee of the Boston El- 
evated with a good record, the chances 
are he has a life job if he wants it, 
for most of the men who are dis- 
charged are the new men. The com- 
pany is constantly on the lookout for 
men who are capable of being pro- 
moted, and there is no limit to the 
position an employee may aspire to if 
he is made of the right stuff. 

The company has established three 
organizations for the mutual protec- 
tion of their employees. These soci- 
eties are the Metropolitan Mutual Aid 
association, the Boston Elevated Mu- 
tual Aid association and the Mutual 
Benefit association number 3. 

The Metropolitan iMutual Aid asso- 
ciation was organized In 1882, and has 
headquarters at 827 Shawmut avenue. 
F. A. iMcEvoy ts president, D. J. O’- 
Leary vice president, G. B. Thompson

secretary, W. 11. Sullivan financial 
secretary, Timothy ttonnnll treasurer. 

The Boston Elevnled gives nearly 
$3200 yearly to this association to- 
wards paying the running expenses. 
It has 3500 members and every sick 
member Is paid $7 a week for 10 
weeks; $1000 |b given at dentil. It 
costs 50c. a month to become a mem- 
ber nnd It pays an average of $300 n 
week for sick benefits. In !0 years 
It has paid death claims of $35,000. 

The Boston Elevated Mutual Aid as- 
sociation pay a sick and accident 
benefit to the men and costs $6 a year 
for membership. For a sick benefit It 
pays a dollar a day till $84 ts reached. 
It has 2600 members. It pays $100 at 
death. A. P. Stowell Is president and 
W. P. French is secretary. 

The Mutual Benefit association, di- 
vision 3, Is for aiding the sick and in- 
jured of this division. President, Wil- 
liam Leahy, and secretary, W, L. Bin- 
ford. 

There are many professional men 
who have come from the ranks of the 
employees of the Boston Elevated. Ev- 
ery opportunity is given them for ad- 
vancement. One example of a self- 
nmde man In the service is that of 
W. P. French, secretary of the Boston 
Elevated Mutual Aid association. He 
is conductor on the West Somerville 
route and a full-fledged attorney be- 
sides. 

French began the study of law even- 
ings after his work was done for the 
day. Then he began to attend the Y. 
M. C. A. law school. He recently be- 
came a trustee of the Boston Mutual 
Aid association. 

The company gives law service to 
their employees free in the way of 
consultation and advice. In this way 
many litigation cases which would 
cost the men many dollars of hard- 
earned money is saved. 

iXo money sharks are allowed to 
lightly trustee the wages of the em- 
ployees of the Boston Elevated com- 
pany. If a man is found to he in 
need or financial help and the com- 
pany knows of It, he Is often loaned 
money without Interest, to tide him 
over a hard place. In every case 
when a man has been found to be 
borrowing money the company asks 
his confidence, and does not allow 
any one to suffer while in its employ. 

The company has about 8000 em- 
ployees; it has about 3500 cars. Last 
year 273,132,584 passengers were car- 
ried. — Boston Globe. •*

MISTAKEN IDEAS ABOUT 
MUSHROOMS 

Mushroom time is here. A visit to 
the pw hires arid meadows will makp 
this fact clear, and add to the inter- 
est of nn article In Suburban Life for 
August describing the wild mush 
rooms. Among other things, the au- 
thor of this article says: ‘‘There arc 
Home species that cannot easily be 
mistaken; but the old tests for prov- 
ing poisonous fungi are not worthy of 
consideration. Such are: 'If a mush- 
room exudes milk or changes color 
i when broken, it is dangerous.’ ’Look 
out for a mushroom whose cap will 
not peel readily.’ ‘A poisonous mush- 
room will turn silver black.’ It Is al- 
most Impossible to peel the caps of 
many of the edible Hpecies, while th* 1 
deadly Amanita, the most poisonous 
mushroom of all, peels very easily. 
Many of the most delicious species 
not only exude milk, but instantly 
change color when broken; while 
many of those that are harmful do 
neither, and even a raw potato will 
discolor silver.”
